worth Holmes. The third in this category, 
Mr. Ben Davies, was heard for the first time 
during the current season. The soprano in 
the quartet was Miss Ella Russell, an Ameri- 
can singer whose successful career in En- 
gland and on the continent has delayed ap- 
pearances in her own country until recently. 

Present space precludes extended review in 
the broader sense of Dvorak’s Stabat 
Mater,“ nor can such review be regarded as 
just now eminently necessary in that the 
work has been a familiar one to musicians 
for the last fourteen years, The introduc- 
tion of this setting of the noble Latin hymn 
uin England in 1883, under the composer’s 
direction, was an important epoch in 
Dvorak’s career. Through it he won a 
recognition and distinction that proved of 
inestimable help in his advancement and led 
directly to the composition of his cantata, 
The Specter Bride.“ 

The presentation of his Stabat Mater 
has been long delayed. There is much in 
this example of Dvorak's writing that 
creates a profound impression upon a first 
hearing. But, on the other hand, there is 
sameness in color and at times barrenness 
through sacrifice to invention unsupported 
by intellectuality sufficient alone to ele- 
vate it. 

Notably beautiful and well sung was the 
chorus, Ela, Mater,” and profound was 
the impression held in the closing portion of 
the work, Quando Corpus Moriettr,” in 
which material previously used and a plan 
followed by other composers in treating the 
same theme is finely utilized. The In- 
flammatus, for contralto, was gratefully 
undertaken by Mrs. Fisk, who evidenced in 
it the breadth in style which she has gained 
since last she was heard here—a fact again 
impressed in the fine delivery which shé 
afforded her solo work in The Swen and 
the Skylark.” 

Mrs. Fisk, as well as Mr. Holmes, whine 
voice has gained in volume, was warmly 
welcomed and appreciatively received. 
„The Swan and the Skylark” it was that 
gave Mr. Davies an opportunity of which 
he took advantage in a fashion that those 
who heard him will not be likely to forget. 

Miss Russell, in the closing portion of the 
„Stabat Mater,” thankless in the main in 
the usually accepted sense to the soloist, 
showed her worth as an artist. She again, 
as was the case with Mr. Davies, made much 
of the opportunity allowed in Goring-Thom- 
as’ melodiously delightful work. 

The orchestral score of the work was ably 
supplied from the piano part by Dr. Villiers 
Stanford, under whose direction it was pro- 
duced at the Birmingham Festival of 1804.

The 
most reasonable statement which has yet 
been made as to the attitude of the powers 
is contained in the follo London dis- 
patch: 

It is admitted in the opinions telegraphed to Lon- 
don Tuesday night, even from Vienna and Ber- 
lin, that the fallure of the Turks in their war With 
Greece would mean the immediate doom of the 
Ottoman Empire. That. and that alone, is recog- 
nized as the probable cause of a general war. It 
is likewise admitted that Europe will not allow 
the defeat of Greece to result in any territorial 
penalties. It is unnecessary to explain further 
why the “ peace-at-any-price " people of Europe 
are praying for the suctess of the Turis. 

The final test of the practical value of the con- 
cert of Burope will probably come in a few days. 
It is, of course, trying to localize the struggle. 
The chief question is whether it will be able to 
bring ite ponderous power to bear in time to pre- 
vent the struggle going too far. Those who be- 
lieve that the inaction of the concert during the 
last fortnight was due to a deadlock take a 
gloomy view of the outlook. Those who are con- 
fident that the present bloodletting was tacitly 
agreed upon as a necessary outlet to the pent-up 
passions of the Bast apprehend no disaster for 
Burope at large. It is impossible to indicate which 
judgment is the sounder. P 

In a word, the attitude of the E 
powers is selfish, cowardly, and inhuman. 
It is little lese inhuman than the policy of 
the Turks themselves and more reprehensi- 
big, as it is opposed to every precept of the 
Christianity and civilization which they 
boast and. which are not shared by the un- 
speakable Turk. The concert of the pow- 
ers is a crime against religion, morality, and 
humanity. Greece is passing through a 
dark period of its history. Will the people 
of Europe stand calmly by much longer and 
not resent the pusillanimity of their Cab-

THE TURCO-GRECIAN CAMPAIGN. 

At this writing the fate of the Grecian 
headquarters at Larissa remains in doubt, 
though any hour may bring intelligence of 
a fierce battle on the plains around that city, 
unless the Greeks should retreat farther 
south to await reinforcements and secure a 
more favorable position. If all reports are 
eotrect the Turks have not only forced their 
way through the Milouna Pass but have 
captured Tyrnavos after a furious-fight, as 
well as Kritchora and Badji, where they se- 
cured many prisoners and quaatities of arms 
and ammunition. 
cess they have advanced and occupied all 
the positions commanding Larissa. The 
capitulation of the latter place or its aban- 
donment can only be a question of time; and 
indeed reports are current that it has sur- 
rendered, though they need confirmation. 

If all this be true the position of the 
Greeks on the eastern frontier will be a des- 
perate one, and it will need the immediate 
concentration of all their foreés to prevent 
the Turks from rushing over the Thessalian 
plains and menacing the safety of Athens. 
‘The fall of Larissa will bes 
for the Greeks, for which 
find compensation in theirs 
yeni and Damasi, which open up 
their Way to Alossona, the ‘Turkish head- 
quarters.

The Turks are bombarding Arta, but have 
not secured any material advantage. Pre- 
vesa seems to have been taken by the 
Greeks, while the column which went into 
Epirus under Col. Manos has carried every- 
thing before it and at last accounts hed 
captured Fillipiada, which will open the 
way to Janina, where undoubtedly another 
furious battle may be fought with the Turk- 
ish fore now in Epirus. N 

The most serious disaster to the Greeks, 
however, lies in the forcing of the Milouna 
Pass and the complete investment of La- 
Tissu. When that place falls nothing can 
restrain the ardor of the Turks, and as they 
largely outnumber the Greeks and the latter 
are already depressed by their losses there 
would seem to be little hope for them, in 
that part of the kingdom at least, whatever 
successes they may have achieved | else- 
Where. The portentous rumor of an upris- 
ing in Athens, should the army meet with 
further reverses, heightens the gloom of the 
situation.

It is clear how much more powerful such 

a consolidated system would be than the 
present arrangement of two or more semi- 
disconnected companies. Mr. Yerkes con- 
trols both the North afid West Chicago sys- 
tems at present, but both have not always 
been in his control, and if they remained 
separate one might leave his control at some 
time in the future. By bringing them to- 
gether, therefore, he will strengthen his hold 
pn them and produce a corporation much 
more powerful thanthe present combined 
power of the two. It is undorstood,, of 
course, that the proposed consolidation is 
not to be undertaken for the purpose of sav- 
ing money or cutting down expenses. For 
the gain of having only one general office in- 
stead of two would be merely nominal and 
of no importance. The real object of the 
combination is to give opportunity to issue 
more securities and to pile up another batch 
of stocks and bonds. One of the first moves 
contemplated by Yerkes is to double the 
stock of the North Chicago road because 
this stock is now quoted at more than double 
the price of the West Chicago stock, and 
he desires, he says, more nearly to equalize 
them for the purposes of consolidation. This 
would bring the total stock of the proposed 
new consolidated corporation up to nearly 
$46,000,000. But this would be only a be- 
ginning. The law which would permit thie 
consolidation, which is impossible under the 
present laws, would also give to the securi- 
ties of this railway system a greatly en- 
hanced value, for it would be granted a new 
lease of life for fifty years, with the privi- 
lege of charging five-cent fares for the entire 
period and with the city debarred all that 
time from interfering with consolidations 
or any other of its projects. New stock and 
bonds by the millions of dollars, therefore, 
would be poured into Wall street and would 
be eagerly snapped up because of the unique 
immunity the company would possess from 
any check on its sweeping, exclusive pros- 
perity at the expense of the public. It is 
probable also that this consolidation would 
be followed up by taking in the General 
Electric company, thus gaining a foothold 
on the South Side for the giant corporation, 
and then there would be more millions of 
bonds and stocks to pour into the market, 
keeping up the process as long and continu- 
ously as the earnings would stand the water. 


USE THE BOYCOTT. 

The thoughtless and improper suggestion 
has been made at some anti-Humphrey bills 
meetings that the men who voted for those 
measures should be treated to a coat of 
tar and feathers. Probably those who 
recommended a resort to this antiquated 
mode of dealing with impenitent rascals did 
not desire to have their advice adopted and 
were speaking in a Pickwickian sense. But 
it ie unwise and wrong to throw out hints 
which ignorant aud unreflecting individuals 
may be lawless enough to attempt to act on. 

Nobody should lay a finger on one of these 
betrayers of their constituents without due 
authority of law. If evidence can be un- 
earthed warranting the indictment of any 
one of them for boodling the officer who 
serves the warrant for his arrest will be 
justified in laying a heavy hand upon his 
shoulder. But until that may happen these 
offenders may be left alone physically. — 

It will be proper to barn them or hang 
them in effigy. if the constituents of any of 
them see fit to express their indignation in 
that harmless way. Those effigies may be 
coated with tar and feathers if that will re- 
lieve the feelings of the men who have been 
so shamefully sold out by their Senators. 

The punishment which citizens can and 
should inflict must touch the minds and not 
the bodies of these modern Judases. They 
should be boycotted. All decent men should 
pass a von- intercourse act” regarding 
these Judases. They should be shunned as 
the Tories were by the true Americans dur- 
ing the Revolution.

The Republican club of the Thirty-second 
Ward met Tuesday night and resolved 
with great unanimity and enthusiasm to 
keep their Benedict Arnold of a representa- 
tive—Senator Crawford—out of the Senate 
when his term expires next year.

RETROACTIVE CLAUSE 10 BE KILLED. 


Republican Members of the Senate 
Finance Committee 80 Inform 
the Democrats. 


Washingtoh, D. C., April 21.—The Repub- 
lican members of the Finance committee of 
the Senate have reached an agreement 
either to strike out the retroactive provision 
of the Dingley tariff bill or so to amend it as 
to pave the way for its being stricken out in 
conference, and have so notified the Dem- 
ocratic members of the committee. The 
Democrats have agreed, in view of this 
promise, not to press the Vest résolution on 
the subject of Secretary Gage's recent cir- 
cular, While not absolutely decided between 
the material modification of the provision 
and its complete cancellation, the balance of 
opinion in the committee is understood to be 
quite on the side of destroying it entirely.

BUTCHERED BY BLOODY SPANIARDS. 


They Kill 100 Bedridden Men in a Cu- 
ban Hospital—~Twe Women Nursing 
the Sick Also 6lain. 


Havana, April 14.—One of the most shock 
ing illustrations of the savage warfare car- 
ried on by the Spaniards in Cuba happened 
yesterday in this province, between the vil- 
lages of Guanch> and Jesus Maria. Lieut.- 
Col. Herrera, at the head of a guerrilla 
force of some 200 men, surprised a Cuban 
hoepital in which about 100 sick and wound- 
ed were being treated. Every one insite of 
the hospital was killed by the invaders, who 
did not even spare two old women who were 
acting as nurses. 

One of the three wounded persons who 
made their escape by creeping, covered with 
blood as they were, to a neighboring forest, 
tells of the massacre in a letter addressed to 
a friend in Havana: 

“It was about 11 o’clock in the morning 
when a shot from our outposts revealed to 
us the presence of the Spaniards. Believing 
the place was safe trom any attack of the 
enemy, hidden as it was in the forest, the 
Cuban detachment of 200 men who guarded 
us retired from the hospital three days ago 
to take the field. Only ten men were left 
for our protection, and they were poorly 
armed with old carbines. They did their beet 
to save us, but the Spaniards surrounded 
them and hacked them to pieces with ‘their 
machetes. Ten minutes later they had sur- 
rounded us also and began their massacre 
of defenseless, wounded men and innocent 


women. 

“It is impossible to describe in words the 
horrible ecene. Driven out from their couch- 
es, my poor fellow-sufferers huddled in the 
middie of the room and cried in vain for 
mercy. The Spaniards answered these cries 
with insults, macheted some, and thrust 
their bayonets into the bodies of others. 

“Many died like heroes, fighting with 
hands and teeth in desperate agony. Leut. 
Mendoza, who only a week ago — 
amputation of a leg, by the hair a 
Spanish soldier, and while another ran him 
through with his bayonet he bit the first in 
the throat, covering him with blood, both 
falling together to the ground, 

“ A Cuban soldier, a mulatto named Vent- 
ura Garcia, Who had been in the hospital for 
more than three months suffering from 
malaria, and who had been worn to a skele- 
ton by his long finess, snatched a rifie out 
of the hand of one of his murdérers, and, 
leaping to a corner of the room, defended 
his ~ > ** ere until he.was killed by a 
revolver t, but not before he had kn

Au the Gain on an Early Bulge Is Lost 
at the Close of the Session-—Good 
Cash Engagements at the Decline— 
Clearances Were -liberal—Good 
Trade in Ribs—Hog Receipts Larger

750. The strength in Liverpool may have 
been due to the reports of these rather fic- 
titious upturna, and a few buying orders 
sent at the proper time. At any event, the 
local market opened with May sales as high 
as 75c. This advance over night encouraged

A Sharp Bulge Early.

The cash 
demand was particularly dull, and the pack- 
ers were inclined to sell freely. This weak- 
ened the market, and all the advance was 
lost.

Maine is said to be about the only Eastern 
State where stocks show much of a reduc- 
tion. Here the old crop has generally gone 
on the market and into consumption. 

Colorado growers have, it is said, tried the 
experiment of sending potatoes East, but 
have been forced to abandon it because of 
the high freight rates which leave an un- 
satisfactorily small margin of profits, 

Such Michigan stock as is coming here now 
goes mainly to peddlers at prices ranging 
from 14e to 20c per bu. Northwestern stock, 
which is principally Burbanks, brings slight- 
ly higher prices 

Handling potatoes, which was once one 
of the leading industries on South Water 
street, is one of the things in which time has 
wrought great changes. The potatoes never 
reach the street at all. The basements and 
immense storage rooms on the first floors 
are now given up to other produce, and the 
cost and trouble of handling the staple 
winter vegetable is done away with by sell- 
ing direct from the car at ie potato market 
on Twelfth street and Fifth avenue. The 


Dozens of World's Fair ticket booths are 
used as offices by commission men in the 
potato trade, who, when they have fresh 
stock on hand, call up the clubs, hotels, and 
restaurants and make their sales by Wire, 
loading direct from car to wagons. Such 
demurrage as is charged by the railroad is 
found cheaper than hauling the potatoes to 
a warehouse.

The invention of the synchronograph is 
based on the use of alternating currents in 
telegraphing. In the instruments now in 
common use, a continuous current is em- 
ployed. This current is broken to make the 
required dote and dashes, by which the 
messages are sent, resulting in “ — 
and delay. In an alternating circuit, 
ever, there is a point at each 
when the current is not running at all. This 
exact instant is seized in the new machine 
for making and breaking the circuit, and 
hence the “sparking” and consequent de- 
lay are avoided. In the ey Prof. 
Bedell, the signaling over a $s accom- 
plished by means of omitting particular 
waves of the alternating current. 

The transmitting instrument of the new, 
system is a pair of electrical contacts be- 
tween which rune a perforated tape. This 
tape, which really sends the message, is 
made by an instrument like a typewriter by 
pressing the keys by which perforations 
are formed. The passage of the tape be- 
tween the electrical contacts makes and 
breaks the circuit. 

At the receiving end is a rapidly revolving 
photographic plate, which is exposed to 
waves of light made to vary by means of 
the alternating current sent over the line. 
On this plate is left a succession of smal! 
marks which may easily be read in the 
Morse alphabet. Of course the plate must 
be developed and the message 
in ordinary writing. A chemical receiver is 
being developed; however, which is ex- 
pected to do away with the delay in de- 
veloping the plate. 

The synchronograph will be presented at 
the meeting of the International Postal 
Union at Washington in May. In the mean- 
time, Prof. Bedell states men of consider- 
able prominence in rational affairs are at 
work for the adoption of the new method 
by the United States Government as an ad- 
junct to the present mail service.
